TWO THOUSAND. BALES DESTROYED | S74 


Extensive Dry Geods Establishments Bara 
in Baffalo—Grent Loss ia Quincy, L- 
nola~—The Flames Elsewhere.

Cuanieston, S. C., Febrnary 1.—{Special.} 


The most destructive fire here in4two. years 
occurred soon after 2 p.m. today. It , started 
in one of the compart:nents of the union cot- 
ton press, the principal owner.of which is the 
firm of Pelser, Redgers & Co. Twe thowand 
bales of eoiton were destroyed, involving 4 
loss of over $100,000, fully covered by insur- 
ance. The unioh presses were burnt in 1879, 
aud were built the same year. In 1854 the 
insurance companies required the warehouse 
io be rebuilt in fireproof sections. The union 
press warehouse thereupon divided into thir 
leen compattiments of 1,200 bales capacity 
each. The fire started today in the compart- 
ment adjoinjng the press, aud the flames 
quickly spread to the adjoining compartment. 
In the first there were 1,200, most of whieh 
were destroyed... The second contained abot 
1,100, most of which were burnt or damaged br 
water. The loss is fally covered by pay 
in northern and eastern companies. The fire- 
men got the flames under control about 4 p. in., 
bnt it will be several days before the fire will 
be entirely extinguished. 

Burra.o, February 1.—The large dry goods 
establishment of Barnes, Hengerer & Co. 
burned this morning. It is a total loss. All 
employes but two trave been accounted for. 
Within a very short time the entire building 
was destroyed with contents. Loss $750,000, 
The total loss is about a million and a quarter, 
probably fully covered by insurance. Every- 
body supposed to be lost has been accounted 
for. The fire is supposed to have been caused 
by a gas jet in the paper room in the basement. 
The Third National bank building and 
(;lenny’s crockery establishment were some- 
what damaged by tire and water. The follow- 
ing firms suffered considerable loss from water: 
DeMorgan & Sons, carpets; S. O. Barnum & 
(o., notions; Edward N. Jennings, paper 
hangings and draperies; and Denton & Car 
ter’s music store.

Eliza Randall Will Not be Hanged 
oday. 


THE STORY OF HER SHOCKING CRIME 


How She Eeceived the News of Her eaphice. 
The Hantcing of Moore Today —Other 
Crimes and Casualties. 

Gonarrows, Ga., February 1.—{Special.) 
This county was created in 1858, and attached 
tothe Pataula judicial circuit. For thirty 

“years the records of the court were not blotched 
with the heinous crime of murder, but the long 
vecord was broken in 1887. 

In September last, Lewis Moore, colored, 
slew his friend and companion, Rause Wright, 
and following close in the wake of this, Elisa 

. Randall, an eighteen year old negro girl, 
brained her father, Joe Randall, using a com- 
moon Club ax for the purpose, from the effects 
of which be died two weeks following. 

The circumstances connected with the Ran- 
dall tragedy may be briefly summed up as fol- 
lows: 

“Elisa seems to have been a headstrong gir!. 
and resisted the authority of her father. On 


one occasion he forbade her spending the night | 


away from home. She disregarded his com- 


mand, and when she returned he jhreatened | 


to punish ber severely. This incensed her, 
and that night, while Joe was sitting on the 
piazza, talking with his brother abont building 
@ wmilldam, and while closely absorbed 
in the subject, Elisa slipped 
np stealthily in thee rear and 
dealt him a death blow on the head, with 
the above stated results. She at once fled to 
an adjoining county, but after a few days re- 
gaindéd conrage and returned to her home on 
the plantation. Word was communicated to 
Sheriff Harrell, who lost no time in securing 
the prisoner and lodging her in jail. She was 
tried before Judge Jno. .. Clark, at an ad- 
fourned term of court last December, found 
guilty of murder, and sentenced to be hung on 
Thursday, February 2d, 1888, 

The prisoner was defended by Colonels Wil- 
liam Harrison and John W. le, Solicitor 
James Henry appearing for the state. The 
defendant sought to show mitigating circum- 
stances, showing that the father tried to es- 
tablish improper relations with his daugliter, 
but could not get the testimony before the 
jury, as the grandmother, by whom they 
claimed to be able to establish the attempted 
liaison, was sick and could not appear at the 
trial. 

Upon this ground Colonel Harrison went be- 
fore the governor this week, and after a hard 
fight succeeded in obtaining a respite, which 
he says means a commutation to life imprison- 
ment. A CONSTITUTION representative, ac- 
companied by the sheriff, was in the prison 
at the time the message was delivered, which 
bore the signature of the secretary of state, 
At first its import seemed not to be understood 
by the condemned ; then slowly turning to the 
sheriff she said: 

‘I'Sain't freed yit, am I.” 

“No, Elisa, you can’t hope for that,’ said 
the kind hearted sheriff, ‘but your life will be 
saved.” 

After a moment of thought the veil seemed 
to be lifted, and in an ecstacy of delight she 
exclaimed ; 
™**I'm going to be a good girl, Iam, the bal- 
ance of my life.”’ 

In the midst of the many protestations of 
thanks to Colonel] Harrison for his magnani- 
mous work, she was left to her joy. 

Colonel Harrison, who was interviewed py 
your correspondent immediately on his return, 
was elated over the success of the trip. He 
said: 

“I don’t want my county to hang a woman. 
It can do better business than that.”’ 

Lewis Moore will be hanged tomorrow.

Mr. Froude’s recent book on the West In- 
dies will perhaps throw some light upon 4 
vexatious problem: the capacity of the 
blacks for self-government. 

In Jamaica, where every rent-paying 
negro has a vote, the blacks have given 
themselves up toa life of idleness and im- 
morality. The country is desolate, and the 
towns aré dilapidated. The blacks are 
crowding out the whites, and in a few years 
they will make Jamaica another. Hayti. 
Mr. Froude does not mince his words. He 
puts the case strongly. What is really 
meant by negro rule is painted in the 
darkest shadows in his report of his 
brief visit to Hayti, which he describes as 
‘“‘the most ridiculous caricature of civiliza- 
tion in the whole world.’’ Port-au-Prince, 
the capital, is ‘‘a Paris of the gutter,’’ full 
of false pretensions, rich in ludicrous trav- 
esties of respectable manners, flooded with 
filth, saturated with foul stenches anda 
reeking hotbed of the most deadly diseases. 
Immorality is as general] and far more fla- 
grantand unabashed than among our own 
black dependents. The state boasts a mock- 
ery of representative institutions. The 
present president happens to be a strong 
man, and he disposes of troublesome oppo- 
nents by shooting them down. But even 
the president does not dare to interfere with 
the cannibalism, child sacrifices, and the 
nameless horrors which have to be admitted 
by all impartial men. 

This is a dark picture, but there is no rea- 
son fox believing that it is overdrawn. It is 
to be regretted that the British writer fails 
to suggest a satisfactory remedy for the 
evils he describes. He advises England to 
govern her colonies with a strong hand, but 
of course he cannot suggest anything for 
Hayti. One thing is very evident, in the 
opinion of this thoughtful student of the 
situation, and that is that it is useless to 
coddle the negroes and educate them witha 
view to their self-government. Unless they 
are mingled with a great body of white 
people, their tendency is to relapse into 
their original barbarism. These are un- 
pleasant facts, but they come from a close 
observer, and one who has made a life-time 
study of men [and modes of government. 


IxNsTEAD of repealing the war measure 
known as the interna] revenue, some mem- 
bers of congress are engaged in increasing 
the functions of this. law by direet taxation 
on cotton seed oil. We protest. It is an at- 
tack on the cotton growers of the south. 


An Important Amendment. 

A considerable and very important change 
in the house rules is now proposed. There 
is a rule which has been in operation during 
the past two congresses which prevents the 
ronsideration 6f amendments to a tariff bill 
when the house isin committee of the whole 
on the state of the union, This rule has 
operated to prevent the consideration of 
amendments calculated to repeal, modify or 
reform the internal revenue, and in this 
way the infamous excise taxes have been set 
apart asa sort of fetish for the agents of 
the whisky ring to Worship, while the gen- 
uine revenue reformers have no opportunity 
either to repeal them or discuss the proprie- 
ty of their repeal. 

We observe that the special Washington 
correspondent of the Courier-Journal an- 
nounces that the committee on rules has 
practically agreed that this obstacle to re- 
form shall be removed, so that, when the 
proposed tariff bill is up for discussion in 
committee of the whole, amendments af- 
fecting the internal revenue system can be 
effered and discussed. 

Thus the entire revenue system, including 
excise taxes and customs duties, can be 
brought up for revision and acted on. This 
will be a great improvement, for if the ob- 
poxiousrule is revised Speaker Carlisle will 
no longer have power to prevent the discus- 
sion of a proposition to repeal the internal 
revenue system.

About the Colored Vote. 

The Louisiana republican convention, 
which recently assembled at New Orleans 
and nominated a full state ticket, consisted 
of about three hundred delegates, and of 
these ninety per cent were colored men. For 

qsition on the state ticket, only one col- 

lose 2 was nominated—John F, Patti, a 
¢olored school-master, for secretary of state. 
lt is said that this convention was attended 
by representatives of both Blaine and Sher- 
man, Colonel Robert Harlan, of the Ohio 
legislature, having gone there in the interest 
of the Ohio senator, and Mr. Blaine’s claims 
being cared for by several. prominent work- 
ers, These representatives of the leading 
republican . candidates for the. republican 
aomination for the presidency took quite 
am active part in shaping the course of the 


“@onvention, and of course, were on the alert 


te keep the interests of their men before 
the republican leaders ef the state, so that 
when the time came for choosing the state 
delegates to the republican convention, the 
booms of their respective would 
have been properly nursed. 

Many of our esteemed. republican con- 
temporaries have long complained of the 
alleged suppression of the colored vote by 
the democrats of the south. We merely de- 
sire to ca)l attention to the fact that a con- 
vention composed almost entirely of colored 
delegates and colored people have put out 
aticket op which there is only one represen- 
tative of their race; and yet this ticket is to 


suppressing their own race; and, as the rep- 


rentatives of both Mr. Biaine and Mr. Sher- 
man helped shape the policy of the conven- 
tion, it is to be presumed that its work re- 
ceived their sanction. Whether Mr. Blaine 
or Mr. Sherman is nominated, the platform 
upon which they will stand will be chiefly 
based upon the suppression of the colored 
vote; and yet in a republican convention, 
absolutely controlled by the colored people 
themselves, they have almost ignored their 
own race. 

Of course the democrats will carry the 


' state, their ticket being a strong one,and the 


party dissensions of the past few months 
having been practically settled by the work 
of the convention. The democrats, asa 
whole, are united in their support of their 
ticket, and will elect it by an overwhelming 
majority. Therepublicans, however, will 
make a more decided fight this year In the 
state than they have for many years, and it 
is said that the republican nationa] commit- 
tee will take an active interest in the state 
campaign, afld that ample funds will be 
raised to conduct a vigorous campaign. 

Ex-Governor Henry C.. Warmouth is the 
republican nominee for the governorship, 
and has a strong following among the re- 
publicans in the state. He was the repub- 
lican reconstruction governor of Louisiana 
from 1868 to 1872, being only 26 years old 
when elected. For lleutenant-governor, 
Henry ©. Minor, a large sugar planter, 
who bolted the democratic ticket in 
1884, is the nominee; Andrew Hero, 
for state treasurerp was an _ old con- 
federate soldier; W. E. Wiley is an ex-su- 
preme court judge; Benj. F. Flanders, for 
superintendent of education, is a New 
Hampshire man, and has been mayor of 
New Orleans, and was the republican sub- 
treasurcr at New Orleans. 

The election takes place in April,and it 
is probable that the democrats will inerease 
their majority of four years ago, which was 
16,182 against 33,000 during the presiden- 
tial year previous.

Attacking a Souttieen Industry. 

We should think it would be a good thing 
ifthe farmers generally, and the farmers’ 
alliance especially, proceeded to take some 
action on the attack that is about to be 
made on their interests in congress. 

Under the plea of acare for public health, 
a few designing speculators in hog’s fat, 
have not only slandered a southern product, 
but have attacked a great and growing 
southern industry. They have framed and 
caused to be introduced into congress a bil] 
which proposes to add a new item to the in- 
ternal revenue list. They propose to tax 
Jard ‘‘adulterated’’ with cotton seed oi). In 
point of fact, when the western lard of com- 
merce is mixed with cotton seed oil, it is 
the oil that is adulterated, while the lard is 
purified, 

The adoption of such a bill as this is cal- 
culated not only to cripple a great southern 
industry, but is intended to place a stigma 
on a southern product that is declared by 
medica] men and chemists to be one of the 
purest and most healthful articles‘ of com- 
merce. It isan attempt at class legislation 
and direct taxation that every friend of the 
southern farmer should resent. 

The country requires no such addition to 
its revenue as this bill proposes, and if the 
lard speculators and their friends are honest 
and earnest in their solicitude for the public 
health, all that is necessary is the proper 
labeling of refined lard to show thateit con- 
tains refined cotton seed oil.

Many of the 
very best people of Sweden and Norway 
have thrown themselves into this move- 
ment, and the strangest thing about the 
whole business is the statement that the wo- 
men yery generally favor the proposed 
change. : 

In the history of the world it has been 
very common to see nations abandor polyg- 
amy and adopt the one wife system, but 
with the exception of the Mormons there is

centuries, have voluntarily returned to the 
barbarous marriage system in vogue in the 
days when women were regarded in the light 
of mere chattels, With the Mormons there 
is a religious craze to explain their conduet, 
but with the people of the Scandinavian 
peninsula it is different. Here we have the 
startling spectacle of a large body of so- 
called Christians who, with no apparent in- 
ducement, are organizing a political party, 
and inaugurating a campaign to secure for 
each citizen the privilege of taking as many 
wives as he may desire to support. 

It is to be hoped that this peculiar cru- 
sade will not spread in Europe, and that it 
will not-reach these shores. We have our 
hands full just now of big problems, and we 
cannot afford to bother ourselves about the 
dead and buried question of polygamy. Per- 
haps there would be very little trouble over 
the matter in this country. The average 
man in America is satisfied with one wife, 
and the average woman proposes to own 
her husband and boss her home to @ reason- 
able extent. Still, it may be well to watch 
this new departure in Sweden and Norway. 
The fact that the new revolution is political, 
and not the outgrowth of an alleged religion, 
like Mormonism, invests the subject with 
additional interest, and possibly makes the 
movement all the more dangerous,
